The Big Drought Comes 


Water in seeming abundance is one of 
the Southeast’s greatest attractions. Aver- 
age rainfall of the section is the most gen- 
erous in the nation. The Southeast is a 
land of rivers and streams, both surface 
and underground. 

Despite this apparent plenty, there is 
a limit to the supply of fresh water, even 
in the Southeast. Surface and 
ground water is not inexhaustible and 
steps are being taken to see that it will 
be properly used and conserved. 

In Georgia, for ‘instance, the Water 
Use and Conservation Committee and the 
Water. Law Revision Commission are 
working qui tly toward these ends. Geor- 
gia’s laws concerning the use of water are 
archaic and need modernizing. And the 
extent of the water resources of the state 
is a mystery to the general public. 

In the Atlanta section there is prog- 
ress on a local level. There is discussion of 
the need for further knowledge of the 
vater resources of the metropolitan area 
and of the counties that inevitably will 
become part of the metropolitan area. The 
Chattahoochee ‘suffices to fill all water 
needs for the present but the section. some 
day will outgrow its reljable old river. 
Now is a good time to start planning 
against that. emergency. 

The growth of a section is absolutely 
limited by its water supply, as some areas

Have Rejected Socialism 


The British Labor Party, sponsor of 
the near-disastrous experiment in social- 
ism, has had enough—at least for the time 
being. 3 

Delegates to the annual party confer- 
ence at Margate have voted overwhelm- 
ingly against further nationalization of 
industry. It amounts to a rejection of 
socialism by Socialists, a strange paradox 
that finds counterparts in many other 
countries of the world. 

The Laborites have done another most 
encouraging thing. In the contest for 
treasurer of the party, they delivered 
Aneurin Bevan a decisive defeat. 

Bevan, leader and spokesman for the 
extreme left wing, has been steadily los- 
ing ground for several years. The magni- 
tude of his loss—5,474,000 votes for his 
“moderate’”” opponent compared to only 
1,225,000 for Bevan—shows not only Brit- 
ish labor’s distaste for his extreme So- 
cialist proposals but his anti-American- 
ism as well. 

British workers today are more pros- 
perous than at any time in history. They 
are in no mood for further drastic experi- 
ments in socialism. 

Should Britain be forced into depres- 
sion—and she has tough economic sled- 
ding ahead—the eclipse of Bevan might 
be short-lived. But for now the party reins 
are safely in the hands of the moderates, 
an outcome which is most pleasing to this 
country. Should Bevan ever come to 
power, the United States would face a 
whole new set of world problems.

The revolution against ‘‘colonial- 
ism,’’ which has been breaking out 
periodically now here, now there, 
is flaming across a wide front and 
as never before in the history of 
the world. It’ has swept into the 
United Nations where it is our re- 
sponsibility to help cope with it, 
not only because we are a mem- 
ber of that body, but as a world 


_ leader. 


Russia is taking full advantage 
of both the spirit of Geneva and 
the anti-colonial revolt. We have 
seen this plainly in the resumption 
of diplomatic relations with Ger- 
many and overtures elsewhere in 
Western Europe that have had a 
pacifying effect. All this has clear- 


. 


ly helped to relax the vigilance of 
the West. As for Africa, we have 
seen how Russia is encouraging 
the spirit of colonial rebellion by 
voting in favor of bringing the Al- 
gerian case before the United Na- 
tions, much to the annoyance of 
the French, and by getting Czech- 
oslovakia to sell arms to Egypt. 

The Soviets move with singleness 
of purpose. 

This country, however, is torn bes 
tween our tradition for support of 
colonial peoples who want to gov- 
ern themselves and the practical 
desire to support our allies who 
are embroiled in difficulties with 
their colonials. So our course has 
been mixed and confused. We 
backed Britain against bringing 
before the United Nations the issue 
as to whether she or Greece should 
have Cyprus. We supported France 
in her futile effort to keep the Al- 
gerian issue off of the U.N. agen- 
da. We ducked the issue by ab- 
staining from voting in the suc- 
cessful effort of Indonesia to get 
on the agenda the issue of her 
claim to The Netherlands’ New 
Guinea. That proyoked the Dutch 
against us. 

There are no pat answers, nor 
can Republicans find any pat solu- 
tions to these problems which 
seemed so simple, a matter when 
they were out of power and not 
responsible for policy.

Is ‘Sharp’ Man 


The next time the man in vour house gets that desperate, 
far-away look in his eyes that comes to all of us who are forced 
to break down and buy some new clothes, grab your hat and go 
with him. 

A woman is a man’s best friend when he’s caught in such a 
predicament. 

That's not just something you can tell him when he tries to 
elude you.

Mr. Stanley C. Gillette was in town for a regional meeting 
of sales representatives of the Phillips-Jones Corp., and he’s a 
man who has a nice appreciation for womankind. 

Women, says Mr. Gillette, are responsible for the fact that 
men look so good these days—not gaudy or flashy but conserva- 
tive in a kind of a gentle-colored way. Of course, the way Mr. 
Gillette has it, there may be a selfish female motive there some- 
where. 


“A woman’s best accessory is a well-dressed man,” observed 
Mr. Gillette. ‘‘That’s kind of a catch phrase with us but it’s true.” 

“Does that mean you give away a man with every shirt?’ 
I inquired. And Mr. Gillette said no, his company fust specializes 
in the well-dressed part of it. I guess you have to bring your own 
man, 

Anyhow, Mr. Gillette’s company +has gone this far. They have 
made a nationwide survey to determine who picks out the shirt 
men wear, and 75 per cent of the time it’s a woman! 

“Women either buy the shirt as a part of their job as_ the 
family’s purchasing agent,” said Mr. Gillette, ‘‘or they accompany 
their husbands on the shopping expedition. We think most of the 
advances in men’s furnishings are the result of women’s influ- 
ence, 

“A woman can get her husband to try something a little more 
colorful. It’s a good thing because we men are prone to be stick- 
in-the-mud, very basic and stately, you know.” 


Mr. Gillette thinks the average male is getting better dressed 
all the time.

Things 
come all matched—like a tie which picks up the pattern of the 
shirt and underwear and pajamas all to match.

(He 
lives on Long Island and amuses himself with boats and sports 
cars, so I was inclined to make a skeptical noise and search his 
hands for blisters.) 

““Tt’s true,”’ he said. ‘‘We often give demonstrations in stores 
by calling up a 4-year-old child and inviting her to iron. Anybody 
can iron this particular shirt. You can’t mess up this collar.” 

So even if you don’t care what color your favorite man wears 
maybe you'd still better go along and make sure he gets that 
ironable shirt.

NEW YORK, Oct. 11 


Today's performance _ repre- 
sented a slowdown in the head- 
long fall that has been going on 
for more than two weeks since 
President Fisenhower suffered 
his heart attack. 

At the finish, gains and losses 
spread over a range of around 
3 points either way. 

Strength was centered in the 
aircrafts with support from _ in- 
dividual issues in the motors, cop- 
pers and aluminums. The steels 
were unchanged to lower as were 
the oils, chemicals and railroads. 


DASHES DOWN AGAIN 

The market started its fall two 
weeks ago Monday with one of 
the heaviest slumps in its history. 
It broke sharply the following 
Monday, and yesterday it again 
dashe:i down in one of the great- 
est drops of the past 25 years. 

On the way down the market 
broke through nearby resistance 
levels where buying had been ex- 
pected to develop. Today it faced 
a Significant test. 

The market opened lower, but 
within a matter of minutes it met 
buying support vigorous enough 
to make the tape lag briefly in 
reporting the course of dealings 
on the floor of the New York 
Stock Exchange. That rally failed 
to hold, however, and prices be- 
came quite mixed. 

PICKS UP AT CLOSE 

Toward the end of the third 
hour, prices began to weaken, 
and selling was attracted in large 
volume. Sell orders soon 
swamped the tape which lagged 
as much as five minutes. The 
congestion cleared in 34 minutes 
with prices improving from their 
lows. Just before the bell there 
was further improvement. in 
prices, but the market as a whole 
still was down on the day. 

The Associated Press average 
of 60 stocks was off 90 cents at 
$163.46. It dropped $4.60 yester- 
day. Two weeks ago in its first 
major break the average fell 
$11.49. second largest decline if 
ever has made. The worst was 
Oct. 28. 1929, in the midst of the 
great depression crash of that 
eTa. . 

The average at $163.40 now 
stands at the level of last May. 
It has lost nearly 69 per cent of 
the gain that it made from the 
first of the year to the high of 
the vear Sept. 25.
